Prison Reform Started 


All advocates of a better administration of the prison 
system of Texas, as well as all citizens who are interested 
in proper administration of public affairs and in g o o d r o v - 
ernment, should react favorably to the im provem ents in the 
prison system proposed by the state? prison board, as a n ­ 
nounced following the meeting of that body in Houston 
Tuesday. 
Two important proposit ions were tak en up. 
One was 
the establishment of a packing house and a canning fac­ 
tory at the Imperial farm and the other was the fire p r o b ­ 
ing of the Huntsville prison, installation of new sanitary 
equipm ent in the cell blocks and the purchase of new in­ 
dustrial equipment through the operation of which idleness 
am ong the inmates at Huntsvile may be reduced. 
^ 
One of the faults found with the prison system is th at 
it has not been, over a period of years, sell supporting. 
'With thousands ol acres of fertile farm land, a plentiful 
supply of labor which costs nothing more than upkeep and 
no taxes to pay on land, im provements or equipment, the 
fact th a t food that might be produced has been continuous­ 
ly purchased has been a basis for much criticism ot the 
prison m a n a g e m e n t . 
, 
, 
There is no reason why, it has been said by students 
of agriculture and of prison m anagem ent, the pi ison tai ms 
should not produce enough food, of the sorts that may be 
produced in those areas, to supply all prison units th rough­ 
out the year and, perhaps, at least part of the supply re ­ 
quired by other state institutions. 
According to the plans 
of the prison board a start will be m ade in this direction 
and it is to be hoped that with good m anagem ent a system 
of supply may be worked out that will go tar tow aid solv­ 
ing the financial problems of the prison board. 
The second proposed improvem ent is. from another 
angle, at least as important. 
T here is every reason why 
Texas should protect its convict population against any 
such holocaust as that which was recorded in the Ohio 
state prison some months ago. 
According to State r u e 
C om m ission er DeWeese the Huntsville prison, at the time 
o f his inspection recently, was the most dangerous tire 
trap he had inspected. 
This condition will be remedied, 
a cc o rd in g to p re s e n t-plans. 
In addition sanitary condi­ 
tions will be improved and facilities for more general and 
re g u la r employment of the inmates will be installed. 
I e 
sense of g re ater security from lire, better health resulting 
from improved-sanitary conditions and, it is hoped, a better 
fo o d supply from the farms of the system, and more r e g ­ 
ular employment, should result in a greatly improved phy­ 
sical an d mental condition among the inmates of the Hunts­ 
ville prison.

Looking at the proposed improvements from any a n ­ 
gle, there is reason for commendation, and it is to be
